Jn inter- 
national waters when the 
attack was made, and that 
It was given no opportunity 
to escape the savage 
assault, This - deplorable 
affair ‘cannot: be officially 
glossed over. When, all the 
facts have been ascertained 
and collated it will be the 
duty of the British Govern- 
ment to address the 
strongest possible protest to 
‘the authorities whose armed 
vessel engaged in’ the 
unwarranted and vicious 
attack, Lhere is every reason 
to believe that the ship 
responsible bélungs to the 
Chinose Communista . in 
which . event the Peking 
Government must bear full 
responsibility, Not only 
must there be adequate 
compenantion, -but absolute 
ngsurances dhat there will 
be no repetition of this sort 
of incident. The indications 
are that Wednesday's tragic 
affsir was sleet 
staged by the Sonmaanie 
warship and that the attack 
was launched -': without 
warning, It ta ‘thiy type 'o 
Irresponsible | h&haviou 
which gives the lle: to. 
Poking’s professed desire 
for amicable relations with
